Afghanistan ‘ 
THE AFGHAN WAR. 

LONDON, December 15.—The news of the past 
week from the British armyin the vicinity of 
Cabul bas created much popular excitement, 
The strength of the warlike hill tribes,nearly all 


of whom are in open revolt, and the knowledge 
that many are supplied withas good, if not 
better, arms than the British soldiery . and the 
tact that some mysterious outside influence is 
instigating the rebejilion, have tendered to pro- 
duce grave doubts ofthe ability of the British 
aiiny of occupation to sustain itselt 
in the heart of the enemies’ country. The situ- 

ation is considered peculiarly dangerous now 
that the passes ure near iy closed, and a watch- 
ful, nuynerous and well-arined enemy in con- 
‘SStant position to harass the rear and flanks, 
ready 10 pounce upon any small torce in 
un exposed situation, and rendering it almost 
imnpossible to keep open the jine of communi- 


caution. if, indeed, the line was not 
effectually closed Dv the severity 
ot the weather the fighting near Cabulona Fri- 


day wouid have resulted in the partial defeat 
of the British, or atleastinthe tailere toc ap- 

ture the positions of the enemy on the heights 
of Bala Hissar. The losses of our trqops on 
this oecasion were considerabic, especially 
umong officers,” who were picked off by the 
Afehan and Sepoy sharpshooters, armed with 
Snider rifles. Vriday night Gen. 
Roberts assembled a council ol 
war, which, after mature’ deliberation, 
resolved to renew the attack on Saturday. The 
enemy did not await the attack. At dayligut 
saturday, they advanced astrong picket line 
upon the heights below and south ot Bala dis- 
sar. It was not long before the whole force aad- 
vanced to the attack, firingiapidivand doing 


considerable excution inthe British ranks. The 
battle continued curing the torenoon wictii va- 
rving results, and at noon a 
charge upon the enemies’ position was 
ordered, Generali Baker led the attack witu 
three regiments of infsntry, the Highlanders 


inthe lead, two regiments of cavalrv and 
eight guns, attucking the enem€on tie lett 


flank. T he fighting now became hot and close. 

bne curnayge umony the thiil men Was tervitic. 
The british’ center “advanced to the support of 
the asaniting column and the cnemy were 
griven trom their first position. ‘They rallied 

however, upon their second line, and for 
another hour the buatile raged 
turiously. hinwly a grand charge wus 
mude all@long tie iine ot theenemy. They 
were driven from their works, and Saturday 
nightthe British llag floated over the heignts 
ot, Balla Hissar. Ten British officers were 
kiiled, and the loss amon: the men is reporre 1 
quite beavy, but the ficures xre not given. Tie 
toss of the enemyis not known, but is much 
greaterthan ours. ‘The rebels in the immedi- 
nte Vvicinitv are estimated.at 12,000 men. well 
anned and equipped, and they will undoubted- 
ly renew hostilities, the vesuit of which is un- 
certain.

SPIRITUOUS SHRINKAGE, 
Almost Total Failure of the Vintage Season 
in France. 

NEW YORK, December 15.—A letter from 
France says: Now that the vintage season of 
1879 is over, there is no longer room for doubt- 
ing what had before beenall but certain, that 
the year’s brandy crop amounts to practically 
nothing; in short that in Cognac annals 
it may be regarded as an aunre perdue. A se- 
vere frost cume at the last moment and snapped 
what few grapes had managed to survive phy!l- 
loxera and rains. Tle letter repeats the state- 
ment which originally appeared in a Cognac 
newspaper tbat enormous quantities of spur- 
ious brandy known as ‘*Trois Six,’’ a distil- 
lation of grain, beet root, potatoes or other 
substances, weie* arriving there from 
Germany, and were put into brandy 
casks Which had been sent back empty from 
landon and were then shipped to foreign 
countries, notably to England and Spain, as 
‘*Pure Cognac Irandy.’’ The correspondent, 
in acomforting vein, udds: *‘Tbhere is vienty of 
2000 brandy yet on hand; even seven Years of 
Egyptian famine would not suffice to exhaust 
the stocks laid upin the enormous vaults of 
ihe great houses lintng the Charenutes.’’

Trying in Vain to Get Committed for Con- 
tempt—An Eccentric Character.

DUBLIN, November 29.—If ever man had 
reason to say, ‘*Save me from my friends,.’’ 
that man, surely, is Mr. J. B. Killen, barris- 
ter-at-law, ene of thethree persons arrested 
by the Government for sedition. This gentle- 


man nad tor nis aavocate at the preliminary 
inquiry before the magistrates at Sligo Mr. 
John Rae, solicitor, of Belfast, untamed and 
untamable; the wildest, strangest, cleverest, 
most comical and most incomprehensible man 
in Ireland or anywhere else. Mr. Daly’s ad- 
vocate was an average solicitor, and Mr. Daly 
was liberated on bail a week ago, and 
has been flourishing about the country 
in the full feathers of a _ political 
martyr. Mr. Davitt was his own adyo- 
‘ate, and he, too, was promptly liberated on 
bail. like Daly, both to appear to stand their 
trial at the Winter Assizes, in December. 
But poor Mr. Killen has been detained sever- 
al days in jail by his own advocate. Since the 
world began there never has been such a 
strange person as this John Rue. He revels in 
tumult: peace and quietness are to him op- 
pressive; he lives and thrives in storms of his 
own creation, Politically and religiously he 
is a comical compound of everything. His 
own description of himself is that he is a Pres- 
byterian Revel—an Orange Fenian. He says 
he 1s an honorary member of the Ribbon and 
Kenian Societies. Heis built like Hercules, 
and he has the constitution = of a 
camel; there is aleonine look about his wild 

head, and generally he gives one the impres- 

sion of aman who is not afraid of anything 
in this world or the next. At home, in Bel- 

fast, be is in never-ending war with the may- 
istrates. Nature cut him out fora bully,and 

for the last thirty years he has-been bullying 
all around with amazing vigor. ‘The thing 
called **contempt of court’’ is his special de- 
light. lis happiness is complete when, after 
days of worrying and bullying some unlucky 
Mayor or other magistrate, he goads the 
Judge to commit him to prison for seven days 
for “contempt of court.’’ Then he calmiy 
and deliberatelv lavs himself out on the floor 
and refuses to leave the court except in the 
arms of half a dozen policemen.  I{fis capa- 
city for extemporaneous speechifying is un- 
equaled in Ireland, Which is saving s3me- 
thing. ife will keep talking for twelve bours 
at astretch,and wantto goon longer atithe 
end ofthat time. 

In this case of Mr. Killen he was in 
form. Ilis usual performance wus this: Bbe- 
fore the court each day he let.off a burst of 
preliminary steam to ease himself, and, as it

were, to get himself into swing fur the day’s 
talk. Inthislitt!e morning exercise, which 
came off before a highly amused and more or 
less amazed audience inthe court, he rattled 
away about everybody, from Queen Victoria 
down to “Policeman Maloney, ’’ he ele- 
gantiv called the Stipendiary Magistrate who 
presided at the proceediugs. Then he tackled 
into some Crown witnesses for several hours 
at astretch, enlivening the work by flinging 
himself at poor **Policeman Maloney,’’ who 
hada hot time of it, challenging. committal 
forcontempt of court, ut declaring that 
he woulan’t stirexcept im the arms of 
seven policemen, and that then 
he would have -the whole lot indicted for as - 
sault and battery, and would memorialize 
Queen Victoria to send the Lord Lieutenant 
to the Tuwer for maltreating her subjects in 
Ireland, keeping upall the time a running 
fire of commentaries, personal, politicai, and 
religious, of the most original character. Hs 
cross-examination of the short-hand writers 
who were produced to prove the alleged sedi- 
tious speech delivered by his clicat Was 
semething toremember.

ENGLAND’S GREAT TALKERS.

Curious Statistics of Speeches and 
Words Delivered by English States- 
men and Their Cost of Telegraphing. 

{From the New York Herald. J 

A curious tabular arrangement of the quan- 
tity of words uttered by distinguished states- 
men has been published by one of the London 
press agencies, saysthe London News. Sta- 
tistics may be made to prove anything, among 
other things that Mr. Gladstone isthe most 
popular public speaker at present living in 

England. Perhaps we do not need to go to 

statistics to demonstrate that; but the arith- 

metical argument is popular just now, and 


why should not we apply itto Mr. Gladstone 
if Professor Geddes applies it to 
Homer? The learned have taken of late 


to counting the words, and even the metrical 
feet,in the plays of Shakspeare and the poems 
of Homer. If the word ‘‘dog,’’ for exaniple, 
occurs sixty times in the ‘‘Iliad’’ and only 
thirty times in the ‘*Odyssey,’’ it is two to 
one, We ure told, that the same poet did not 
write both of these epics. And if Mr. Glad- 
stone speaks 215,000 words in seven years’ 
oratory, Which words have been telegraphed | 
to the papers at the cost of £724, while Lord | 
Beaconsfield has only uttered £468 worth, or 
90,500 words, Mr. Gladstone, it may be said, is 
nearly twice as much of aspeaker as the Prime 
Minister. But this is the “quantitative esti- 
niate’’ which philosophy and common sense 


talks longest that is the most effective speak- 
er: but. again, the man whose words are 
thought best worth reporting is certainly the

most popular orator. There can be no doubt 
that Mr. Gladstone occupies this position. 
The statistics contain facts enough for work- 
ing purposes. The tables coverthe time from 
January 1, 1872, to October 1, 1879, and thus 
neither, Lord Beaconstield’s Mansion lIouse 
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speech nor the results of Mr. Gladstone’s 
innings in Midlothian can be added ‘to the | 
score. Itmustalso be remembered, when 


we estimate the quantity of talk which each 
orator has uttered, that the opposition -are 
compelled to talk much more than the Minis- 
try. The oppositign have no- weapons but 
their tongues; oratory is the only instrument 
by which they can influence events and public | 
opinion. Ministers, onthe other hand, are | 
in possession of real power, and need not re- 
ply more thun they please to their opponents, 
CAPABILITIES OF SPEAKERS. 
Out of the thirty-five most copious English 


sperkers three can bardly be reckoned at 
present as party men. Lord Derby was on 
the conservatiee side during most of the 


period examined. So was. Lord Carnarvon, 
While Mr. Roebuck’s exact shade of politieal | 
prejudice would be indicated rather by J. 

(for Jingo) than by either L.or C. This | 
leaves thirty-two speakers. and of these no | 
fewer than twenty-one, or nearly two-thirds, -| 
are Liberals.

It may surprise some readers to find that Mr. 

sright, who for three or four vears Was una- 
bie to take a very active part in politics, comes 
second on the list. His specches are twenty- 
four, his words, 129,500, and to telegraph his 
remurks cost £451. It must be kept in mind 


that Mr. Bright. is always’ reperted at full 
length, while there may be more copious 


speakers of both political parties on whose 
lips reporters do not hang with such anxious 
care. Thus there is some indication of quali- 
ty ae Well as of quantity in these statistics. It 
may be taken as proved that an orator whom 
no one repoyis is, however excellent, not yet 
possessed of much influence. A 
very fair third, after Mr Bright, comes Lord 
Peaconstield. Ile has made as many speeches 
as the distinguished member from bBirming- 
ham, but then he has not uttered so many | 
words by nearly 40,000. Yet silence is so far | 
from being golden to telegraph companies 
that Lord Beaconsfie!d’s speeches cost (to re- 
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throw. it off,us if he hadn’t heard the sound of | 


his own veice for a year. As he is a fellow of 
infinite humer and no respecter of persons—a 
han Who in a ten-minutes talk will fling spiev 
sianders about hiniin profusion—he is always 
sure of an uproariously appreciative audience 
whenever and wherever he gets on his legs 
and lets go a shower of his peculiar oratorical 
tire-works. IHIfleecandothis, and does do it 
frequently, On the shortest notice and the 
slightest provocation. 

His performances in Sligo Court-house 
reached yesterday the characteristic climax, 
Ifaving thrown off the usual preliminary moy- 
ing speech about everybody and everything, 
in the course of which he intimated that when 
the time came for carrying him out of eourt. 
necording to ancient custom in his case, he 
would hold on to the Crown lawvers, and that 
al least twelve policemen would be required 
for the work, he proceeded to eall as witness 
for the defense the Roman Cathdlic Archbish- 
op of Dublin (whom he wanted to talk to,he 


said, about that pastoral, in which he eou- 
cdemped the land agitators), Lord Beaeons- 
field, his Royal Highness the Duke of Con- 


naught, and some others. At length the tem- 
per of the magistrates gave way. They de- 
clared that the case was ended so far as that 
court Was concerned; that Mr. Killen would 
be returned for trial at the Assizes, but that 
bail for his appearance would be accepted.

Now it Was Mr. Rae’sturn again. He said he 
wouldn’t allow his client to give bail, as he | 
intended to have the whole proceedings quash- 

ed as grossly irregular. Further, he wouldn’t | 
allow his client to walk back to jail. The 
police, he said, might carry Mr. Killen to jail, 
orthrow him into the river if they pleased 


but walk he would not. Acting on this 
legal advice, Mr. Killen refused to 
walk to the carriage Which 


was in waiting to reconvey him to prison, and 
he was carried bodily out of court by some 
poheemen. Mr. Rae’s delight was great. 
licre Was a denouement after his own heart. 
There was but one thing wanted now to com- 
biete his happiness. Ife wanted them to 
carry himself off to jail for ‘contempt of 
court.’* And it certainly isn’t his fault that 
he Was not done so. He left nothing unsaid 
or ubdcne on his part to bring it about. 
When the Poliee Inspector gave the order, 
‘*Clear the court,’ Mr. Rae advised the ladies 
and gentlemen present not to move until a po- 
liceman put his hands om them, and then 
**every mother’s son of them’’ could bring an 


action for assault, and recover damages. For 
himself, he said that under such 
circumstances he could not think of 


“tirring, exceptin the arms of six policemen. 
The end of it was that everybody left the 
court except Mr. Rae, who, failing in all his 
‘fforts to get carried off to jail, gathered up 
his papers and strode out of the place in dis- 
gust. Five minutes afterward he was harang- 
uing a crowd from the hotel window. He de- 
ciared that, omitting the personal disappoint- 
went at pot being locked up for “contempt of 
court.’’ he was delighted with the reaele of 
the inquiry, which, he said, was a **melodra- 
matic farce, terminating in the ignominious 
defeat of the Crown.’’ The next we shall 
hear and see of this remarkable advocate will 
be in the Court.of Queen’s Bench, where he 
will apply next week to have all the proceed- 
ings in Siigo upset.

The form of expression, orthography and 


action taken inthe foregoing petition is pe- 
culiar as well as amusing. It would appear 
that marriage in those days was attended with 


more difficulties than at the present time, 
Consideritig the importance of this holy re- 


lation, and its lifelong continuance, it may be 
said that the little thought given to the sub- 
ject in the nineteenth century is a step back- 
ward instead of forward. The old blue laws 
bave been considered harsh, but thev acted 
asa preventiveto rash and hasty marriages, 
and consequently in those days divorces and 
separations were unknown. 

The next step taken by the candidates for 
matrimony was their appearance before the 
court. This event in the old manuscripts is 
recorded as follows: 

‘*Casper Verleth and Johannes Van Beeck 
appeared inn court and praed most earnestly 
thatt onn thee perticion and remonstrance 
konserning the marriage between Johannes 
Van Beeck and Maria Varleth presented to the 
burgOmasters and schepens may be disposed 
off, and in konsequence of the bench note be- 
ing komplete itt is postponed until Thursda 
next, soe as inn thee meantime too notiltie the 
other lordships. 

‘SJohannes Van Beeck appeared in cort 
and requested az before thatt acion maye bee 
bad oun his peticion, offering furthermore 
iff thort nesary att the time ande the okacion 
too be readie too atlirm under oathe whatt he 
stated inhis peticion, repeating essentially 
three conversacions hadd with his excellencie 
Petrus Stuyvesant.’”’ 

The subject matter of the petition Was im- 
portant,and could not be hastilv passed upon. 
‘The burgomasters deliberated for three days, 
and doubtless viewed the subject in every 
phase and light imaginable. At last they 
reached a conelusion which cannot be better 
presented than in the precise language-of the 
decision rendered:

He 
hasthe old Dispatch certificate of member- 
ship in the Associated Press, 
and the whole question is whether 
the sale of that certificate of membership by 
Mr. Chambers can carry the telegraph fran- 
chise with it. But,unfortunately for Mr. Cham- 
bers, thereis upon the very tace of that certifi- 
cate the condition and by-law of the Press As- 
sociation that it cannot be transferred to, or held 
by, anybody except the owner, purchaser 
or successor of the original newspaper. 
Lut the owner of the newspaper, as well as 
the franchise, is the POST-DISPATCH. The cer- 
tificate of membership in tne hands of Mr. 
Chambers or anybody else not owning the 
original newspaper is as worthless asif some- 
body attempted to sell the certificate of meim- 
bershipin some club, society or association 
which is expressly made non-transferable. As 
the very word franchiseimplies,it is a privilege 
of membership, and the only possible way in which 
itcan be acquired is by the purchase of suc- 
cessorship and absolute ownership of the en- 
tire newspaper which was amember. But 
Mr. Chambers’ mortgage does not the 
present POST-DISPATCH at ali, which is not only 
owned by a new company, but produced by 
new material, new machinery and new presses 
acquired by the new company, and of: course 
not covered by the cld mortgage. | 

Mr. Cbambers has no newspaper to sell, 
only the certificate, and the latter really be- 
longs tog the POST-DISPATCH newspaper. 
When the old Globe bought the telegraph fran- 
chise ot the Staats-Zeitung, it not only recog- 
nized this law by purchasing the whole Staats- 
Zeitung, but went still further to secure the ti- 
tle of the franchise. Itput at thehead of the 
Globe this: ‘‘ Publshed by the old Staats-Zeitung 
Company.’”’ The Supreme Court ot the 
United States,in Otto’s fourth volume, decided 
this question, and all the lawyers who have 
been consulted declare it is no question at all 
that the mere possession of a certificate of 
membersbip,which upon its face shows that the

On Junel, 1877, a corporation called the St.

The articles of association declare ‘‘that this 
assoctation is established for the purpose of 
procuring intelligence tor the newspaper press,’’ 
etc. 

The by-laws ot i865 provide that ‘‘pwb- 
lishersin any town not now represented may 
pecome members;that additional papers may 
take stock;that assessments are to be made 
upon newspapers, and that the stock shall not 
be transferred except upcon the sale of the nevs- 
paper holding it.’’ These by-laws of 1865 were 
repealed, butthey servetdshow the general 
| object and spirit of the association. 

The by-laws of 1874 declare that the stock 
shallonly be transferable. trom the books of 
the company, that membership shali entitle 
the person,firm or corporation publishing a daily 
newspaper aS aforesaid to receive *‘the news, 
and to publish in their respective journals,’’ 
thatany member “sellmg and transferring his 
newspaper’’ may transter his stock; that ifany 
member shall * ‘discontinue the publication of a 

‘newspaper or sell his newspaper to another mem- 
ber, his membership shall cease’’ and his cer- 
tificate of stock shall be canceled. 

Iam ofthe opvinionthat the object of the as- 
sociation was tocreate acompany composed 
exclusively of the publishers of newspapers 
andto vest in thema menopoly of news ob- 
tained, and that a person neither owning or pub- 
lishing a newspaper could not become or remain the 
owner Of its stock; that all those buying or 
becoming interested in the stock of the compa- 
ny must accept and hold it according to the 
laws of the company,and must publish a news- 
paper ; that the stock cannot be sold at public auc- 
tion unless a newspaper or periodical is sold with it; 
that, the St. Louis Dispatch Company 
baving ceased to exist, and such of its proper- 
ty as essentially appertains to a public journal 
having been disposed of, the sale by the trustee of 
the share of stock alone, and to any person _whom- 
soerer, would be void. 

In the pamphiet you hand mel see that the 
Associated Press has refused to ofiiciully recog- 
nize the assignment of the stock of the compa- 
ny by deed of trust, and I am ofthe opinion 
that itehbas the legal rigbt todo so if it chooses.
